At Ran- 
dolph AFB, Tex., tuition assistance has 
been withdrawn for the fall semester just 
now getting underway.

As THE JOURNAL went to press, the De- 
fense Department had yet to make.a de- 
cision whether it would be able to 
finance vaccine inoculations for ZI de- 
pendents and retired personnel in view 
of current budget restrictions, 

Col. Donald M. Alderson, USAF, (MC), 
Staff Assistant for Professional Services 
in the Office of the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense, Health and Medical, summed 
up the Defense Department’s problem in 
these words: “We would like to give the 
Asian Flu vaccine worldwide, but we 
have! solved the budget difficulty of 
giving it to dependents. Giving vaccine 
to dependents means cutting somewhere 
else.” Thus, the ineculation program for 
dependents is essentially one of a limited 
budget. 

Reported cases of the Asian flu among 
military personnel and their dependents 
this week had topped the 56,000 mark 
and were steadily increasing. The Navy 
reported almost 40,000 cases since May. 
The Air Force numbered 10,000, and the 
Army, 6,000 cases during the same pe- 
riod. 

Procurement of vaccine to protect 
servicemen against the new strain of 
flu virus is being rushed by all the Serv- 
ices. First reports show well over 100,000 
shots delivered to Defense Department 
agencies. Delivery of an additional 3 mil- 
lion or more shots is expected by the end 
of this month. These quantities will be 
sufficient for single-shot immunization of 
military personnel. Further vaccine sup-

In Radiation Study 


The Department of Defense has an- 
nounced a program of atmospheric 
sampling at high altitudes and analyzing 
of radioactive debris collected. 

This program, conducted for military 
purposes, will supplement Atomic En- 
ergy Commission programs of high alti- 
tude sampling. 

The Defense program, a joint effort in- 
volving the Armed Forces Special Weap- 
ons Project and the Strategic Air Com- 
mand, is designed to determine the dis- 
tribution, movement, retention, and to- 
tal amount of radioactive particles placed 
in the upper atmosphere by nuclear 
detonations. Results will be correlated 
with data obtained by the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission's sampling programs. 

The Armed Forces Special Weapons 
Project is responsible for directing the 
program and monitoring results, and the 
Strategic Air Command will conduct the 
actual sampling of the upper atmos- 
phere. 

Laughlin AFB at Del Rio, Tex., was 
chosen as the first site from which to 
conduct the high altitude sampling, be- 
ginning this fall and continuing for 
more than two years. 

Results which are of significance to 
civilian populations and bear no military 
classification will be issued from time to 
time by the Department of Defense.

Army Planning 50% Increase in Pilots 
And Aircraft; Replace All Planes by 1960

RMY aviation leaders are counting on 
a 50 per cent increase in the number 
of pilots and planes, and the replacement 
by 1960 of all Army aircraft with im- 
proved models. 
Also antici- 
pated in the near 
future is the or- 
ganizationof 
more aviation 
companies, both 
fixed wing and 
helicopter, and 
the organization 
of aviation bat- 
talions. In addi- 
tion to division, 
corps, and trans- 
port aviation 
companies, 
a number of spe- 
cial aviation de- 
tachments, such 
as medical evacuation, will be reorgan- 
ized as companies. 


The timing of these advances in 
Army aviation will, of course, be con- 
ditioned by whatever further budg- 
etary restrictions may be imposed 
administratively or by Congress. 
These were highlights in a four-hour 

briefing on Army aviation set up by Maj. 
Gen. Hamilton H. Howze, USA, Director 
of Army Aviation, Office of the Deputy 
Chief of Staff for Military Operations. 
(See page 17 of last week’s JOURNAL for 
a report on General -Howze’s opening 
presentation.) 


GENERAL MAXWELL D. TAYLOR, 
Army Chief of Staff, told the briefing ses- 
sion that he considers aviation a “very 
essential part” of the Army’s weapons 
and systems. The Army needs mobility, 
he stressed, and “shoe leather won’t suf- 
fice’—the Army must have “road mobil- 
ity, cross-country mobility, and air mo- 
bility.” 

The Chief of Staff said he wishes the 
Army could go faster in the field of avia- 
tion, but “I must think of balance in 
people and firepower.” 

Lt. Gen. James M. Gavin, Army’s Chief 
of Research and Development, said that 
the Army needs innovation and mobility 
and the air is where it will find them. 
As to aircraft, he pointed out that what 
the Army has today is “off-the-shelf” 
equipment which was not designed to do 
what the Army wants them to do, so that 
the Service is looking to the future for 
new and radical types to advance its pro- 
gram. 


ARMED HELICOPTERS came in for 
considerable discussion. Col. Halliett D. 
Edson, Deputy Director of Army Avia- 
tion, said the Service is developing and 
testing types of organization and doctrine 
for the employment of units variously 
known as SkyCav and Aero Reconnais- 
sance. One of these, he said, is the “Fire 
support element—utility helicopters with 
integrally mounted machine guns and 
rocket launchers to constitute a very mo- 
bile fire support unit to assist purely re- 
connaissance elements in the execution of 
their missions.” 

General Howze then pointed out that 
the Army’s concept of the employment 
of armed helicopters would not in any 
sense make them competitive with fight- 
er-bombers. Army helicopters, he said, 
would fire from over its own friendly ter- 
rain and not go over the enemy’s terri- 
tory to attack, as does the fighter-bomber. 

In arming helicopters, General Howze 
said, the Army is seeking an answer to 
the question “Can we elevate the ma- 
chine gun? Can we get them over the 
treetops and then duck down behind the 
terrain features for protection?” 

General Howze showed an organization 
chart for an “Aero-Recon Company,” 
which he pointed out was only for study 
and had not been approved. It included 
two platoons of 10 H-13 helicopters, a rifle 
platoon of two officers and 52 enlisted 
men, and two platoons of six H-40 wea- 
pons helicopters each. He illustrated the 
proposed use of armed helicopters in vari- 
ous tactical situations as elevated and 
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mobile firing platforms to assist und 
troops in river crossings and similar 
problems. 

The General revealed that the Army 
is starting a series of tests to deter- 
mine the vulnerability of helicopters. 
It does not appear that the helicopter 
is as easy to hit as may be assumed, 
he said. Range estimation is very dif- 
ficult and Shere is no way to adjust 
fire after a trial shot for the ‘copter 
merely drops behind trees or hills 
“We are enthusiastic about its flex- 
ibility,” he said. 

Colonel Edson revealed that the 

has under consideration the utilization of 
drone helicopters for the delivery of sup- 
plies. A drone would be loaded at a suppiy 
base, sent aloft by a ground controller 
and electronically placed on a course to 
the combat troops at which point another 
ground controller would take it over and 
land it. It would be returned by another 
course, being sent to a third point and 
then off on the third side of a triangle 
back to the supply base. 


“THE DRONE CARGO AIRCRAFT,” 
said Colonel Edson, “has obvious advan- 
tages in reducing the cost of manufacture 
by the elimination of normal safety fea- 
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tures and pilot controls and also in elimi- 
nating the very costly and critical pilot 
training.” 

Colonel Edson also gave the following 
points pertaining to the Army's aviation 


program: 

“First, the aircraft in the Infantry, 
Armored, and Airborne division, un- 
der our new pentomic concept, have 
increased roughly from 25 to 50 air- 
craft and now include light cargo 
helicopters. 

“Second, vertical takeoff and land- 
ing types of aircraft which have ex- 
panded very rapidly in the past and 
will continue to expand but at a 
somewhat lower rate. 

“Third, short takeoff and landing 
types which have been relatively sta- 
ble in number probably will receive 
additional emphasis in the future. 

“Fourth, transport aircraft will 
promise more future growth than 
other functional types.” 

He also pointed out that two exceptions 
already have been granted to the weight 
limitations :mposed by the Department of 
Defense on Army vircraft—the high per- 
formance Mohawk plane being built fo:

Navy Flu Report 


The Navy estimates that it will need 
ibout 1,900,000 cubic centimers or doses 
of the polyvalent and monovalent vac- 
cines. 

At a 27-28 August meeting of health of- 
ficials sponsored by the Public Health 
Service, the Navy said it plans to use the 
vaccine as follows 

1, Military personnel on active duty of 
the Navy and Marine Corps will be im- 
munized with polyvalent vaccine as it be- 
comes available. Initial distribution will 
be to ships and shore facilities in the At- 
lantic, Mediterranean, and Caribbean 
ireas and to key aviation and submarine 
groups in operational st Personnel 
on the West Coast and in the Pacific will 
also be given this polyvalent vaccine to 
boost protection against older strains of 
influenza A and B which may still cause 
localized outbreaks as in past winters. 

2. Military personnel on active duty, ex- 
cepting those who have already had 
Asian influenza during outbreaks be- 
tween 15 April 1957 and the time vaccine 
becomes available, will be given a booster 

of monovalent Asian strain in- 
fluenza vaccine, with a minimum of 4 
weeks between first and second doses. 

3. Details of policies regarding depend- 
ents and civilian personnel have not as 
yet been worked out. Military supplies of 
vaccine will not be available for immuni- 
zation of civilian employees in the United 
States.

An item in the New York Times and 
in alert Chief of the Department of

Services a running start in warding off 
serious effects of Asian flu, 
Almost one month before any reported 


cases of the new-type influenza among 
military personnel, Dr. Maurice R. Hille- 
man read a New York Times story of 
in influenza epidemic in Hong Kong. 


That was in April of this year. 

By May, when the first Armed Forces 
reports of the epidemic were beginning 
to come in, Dr. Hilleman’s team of re- 
searchers already had identified the virus 
is one radically different from known 
influenza strains. Manufacturers were 
immediately made aware of the signifi- 
cance of the find, and promptly began 
development of a new vaccine 

The result—a commercial, mass-pro- 
duced vaccine was delivered to the Armed 
Services and the civilian population less 
than three months after the first Ameri- 
can serviceman was stricken, in time to 
provide mass inoculations for the popu- 
lation at large 

If this winter’s flu epidemic is milder 
than forecast, no little thanks will be 
jue to Walter Reed’s research staff.

plies will be needed to administer 
recommended second, or booster 
each individual. 

All military medical officers consulted 
by THE JoURNAL stress that the new- 
type flu is relatively mild and not worthy 
of undue anxiety or concern. Maj. Gen. 
Dan C. Ogle, Air Force Surgeon General, 
cited no fatalities and relatively few 
complications in the estimated 10,000 Air 
Force cases worldwide. Complications, 
he said, are now easily handled with the 
aid of modern anti-biotics. 

The snowballing Asian flu epidemic 
first hit U. S. servicemen in the Pacific 
area in May, but soon spread to the At- 
lantic area and to Europe. Although many 
outbreaks have been very mild, the 
malady has achieved an attack rate of 
nearly 30% of the personnel on certain 
Navy ships. 

Some advance estimates hold that as 
many as 34 million Americans will be 
stricken with the Asian Flu during the 
coming winter. 
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Army Flu Report 


Mandatory inoculations against Asian 
flu have been ordered for all Army mili- 
tary personnel. 

Initial distribution of vaccine is now 
being made and by the end of October 
most Army members will have received 
the first of two scheduled inoculations. 
The second inoculation needed by the 
Army to increase immunization among 
personnel concentrations is expected to 
be completed by 31 December. 

The initial distribution was made last 
week when limited quantities of vaccine 
were shipped to Army commands in Eu- 
rope. In comparison with the Far East, 
European areas have been relatively un- 
affected by the spread of the disease and 
received the first shipments to ward off 
its encroachment. Supplies for the Far 
East and other overseas areas, for con- 
tinental U. S., and additional supplies for 
Europe will be included in the general 
distribution which will begin shortly. 

Contract stipulations with manufac- 
turers call for volume deliveries of the 
vaccine between 15 Sept. and 30 Sept. 
This will permit the first general inocu- 
lations in the Army to get under way 1 
Oct. Contract for vaccine for the second 
inoculation call for delivery between 
15 Nov. and 30 Nov. 

The delivery contracts were drawn spe- 
cifically to avoid interference with pro- 
duction earmarked for civilian consump- 
tion through commercial distribution. 

No priorities have been established 
in the Army-wide distribution of the vac- 
cine. The timing of the innoculations will 
depend on local delivery after distribu- 
tion through medical depots.

The vaccine will be made available also 
to Army dependents on a voluntary basis 
and civilian employees at overseas sta- 
tions, including Panama, Puerto Rico, 
Alaska and Hawaii.

AF Flu Report 


A program for world-wide inoculation 
of Air Force members and their families 
against Asian flu announced this 
week by Maj. Gen. Dan C. Ogle, Surgeon 
General the Air Force, after months 
of study, preparation and advance order- 
ing of vaccine by the medical staff. 

The Air Force has contracted for the 
purchase of 1,150,000 CC’s (each CC repre- 
sents a single shot) of Asian flu vaccine. 
The first shipment, 27,000 CC’s, has al- 
ready been received, 18,000 sent to

at this time that Asian influenza will 
not continue to be a mild disease. The 
Surgeon General said the Air Force has 
had experience with the Asian type flu 
at Clark AFB in the Philippine Islands 
in May and more recently at Thule AFB 
in Greenland. He said that not more than 
5 per cent of either was under 
treatment at any one time. General Ogle 
said the experience of AF physicians in- 
dicates that the flu is not expected to 
be any more serious under tropical com- 
pared to other climatic conditions, or in 
late fall as compared to summer months. 

Consistent with its long-established 
policy in preventive medicine the AF 
was one of the first to order the vaccine 
when the new flu strain first became 
evident. The Asian flu shot also is being 
included in the regular flu shot which is 
given to AF members each year. The 
regular shot will be given later in the 
year after the new vaccine program has 
been completed. 

Air Force medical officials pointed out 
that the AF maintains a continuing 
world-wide watch on the health of its 
people, particularly on the chance of an 
outbreak of any new disease. This is done 
through biometrics reports which are re- 
ceived from every base and installation 
of the AF and reviewed daily by experts 
on the staff of the Surgeon General. 


WHEN FIRST word was received from 
Clark AFB on the outbreak of the Asian

flu there, the Surgeon General and his 
staff checked with commercial supply 
sources to see if a new strain of vaccine 


could be produced. Extensive testing fol- 
lowed by the U.S. Public Health Service 
and it was determined that the new 
vaccine does provide a certain degree of 
immunity. Then the AF decided it was 
advisable and worth the expense to order 
the vaccine in quantity for the world- 
wide ir ulation program.

Enlisted Discharges

The Army said this week that combat 
soldiers of the future “can look forward 
to a vastly improved Individual Load 
Carrying System (shown above) replac- 
ing the present cumbersome system of 
straps and buckles.” First of all, however, 
present supplies will have to be depleted. 

Developed by the Quartermaster Corps, 
the new equipment consists of two basic 
components—a specially designed belt 
and shoulder-padded suspenders. It is 
lighter than the present equipment and 
better distributes the load on the sol- 
dier’s back; makes adjustment, attach- 
ment, and detachment of components 
easier; and adds flexibility in the meth- 
ods of carrying. 

Special fasteners of a bolt-type action 
increase speed and ease of attaching and 
detaching components from the belt. 
The suspenders are designed to support 
the weight of the belt, other components 
of the individual load carrying system, 
and a sleeping bag. Of H-type, they pass 


over the shoulders and drop straight 
down without crossing in back. The 


sleeping bag carrier straps are secured 
to the front of the suspenders by snap 
fasteners so that the bag can be re- 
leased and dropped instantly, not pos- 
sible with the present equipment.

| USAF A Chapel Funds Again In Jeopardy 
But Air Force Says Plans Remain Firm 





Funds for the U. S. Air Force Acad- 


emy’s controversial chapel again are in 


jeopardy. 

Just prior to the Congressional ad- 
journment, Senator John Stennis (D.- 
Miss.) introduced legislation (S 2909) 
wiping out a $3 million appropriation for 
the chapel. 

The Senate 
tee member said he was “shocked” when 
he saw a model of the planned chapel. 
His proposal is designed to hold up funds 
for the building “until a new design 
predicated on good taste can again be 
presented to Congress.” 

Other members of the Senate also 
criticized the design of the building. 

Senator Ralph Flanders (R.-Vt.) said, 
“The proposed structure is a deliberate 
insult to God Almighty.” He has written 
Secretary of the Air Force James H. 
Douglas to “please stop” construction. 

“A chapel building for the Air Force 
should inspire reverence and the spirit 
of worship,” Senator Flanders said. 
“There isn’t a scintilla of reverence or 
worship in this building.” 

Senator Gordon Allott (R.-Colo.) 
agreed. He said the design is “offensive 
to the inherent religious beliefs of the 
American people.” 

Senator A. Willis Robertson (D.-Va.) 
said, “Never in this country or abroad in 
any civilized land has anybody ever at- 
tempted to worship any known God in 
a building of such a character.” He said 
the design is worse than an “array of 
wigwams.” 


Similar opposition arose in the House | 


and efforts were made to kill the funds 
but the move was defeated.

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NATO and USSR Fleet Exercises. Ships of 
the U. S. Atlantic Fleet left Norfolk this week 
on their way to the rendezvous for the most 
powerful fleet exercises in history, just as word 
was broadcast from Moscow that the Russian 
fleet will also hold a massive naval exercise only 
a few hundred miles from the NATO maneuver 
area. 

Moscow warned shipping to stay clear of the 
Barents and Kara Sea areas from 10 September 
to 15 October. Russian ships, they said, will be 
using “different types of modern weapons” and 
will not be responsible for damages incurred in 
the danger zone. 

Some 150 ships of the U. S. Navy and five 
other NATO nations will engage in Exercise 
“Strike Back”’ in the period 19 to 29 September. 
Admiral Jerauld Wright, USN, NATO’s Supreme 
Allied Commander Atlantic, says the NATO 
forces will range over the North Atlantic to 
waters adjacent to the British Isles, the Iceland- 
Faeroes Gap, the Norwegian Sea and portions 
of the North Sea. 

Naval observers, at first reports, commented 
that the Russian maneuver area would be a long 
way from the NATO exercises. However, when 
it is considered that in “Strike Back’”’ land-based 
aircraft from the Northern European Command 
and the United Kingdom will be used to oppose 
air strikes from the carriers, the possibility of 
overlapping can not be discounted. (Full reports 
on the NATO maneuvers will appear in THE 
JOURNAL, a member of whose staff will be on 
the USS Saratoga.) 

The scale of the Russian maneuvers adds em- 
phasis to the recent revelation by Admiral Ar- 
leigh A. Burke that the Red Fleet is now the 
second largest in the world and growing rapidly. 
Current events are showing that Naval Power 
is being rated high in the Kremlin. 


A Show Window for Aircraft. The Society 
of British Aircraft Constructors opened its 
eighteenth air show this week at Farnborough. 
The show, billed as the world’s greatest, will be 
attended by more than 6,500 representatives of 
airlines, air forces, and manufacturers from 120 
countries around the world. It gives British 
manufacturers of aircraft engines, components, 
and accessories a wonderful show window for the 
display of their products. 

Unfortunately, the United States, despite 
the size and progressiveness of its industry, has 
no such show window for its products. In past 
years the National Aircraft Show was held an- 
nually at such cities as Cleveland, Detroit, Day- 
ton, and in 1956, at Oklahoma City. It, too, at- 
tracted prospective buyers from many nations. 
That event, however, has been dropped, princi- 
pally because the Department of Defense will no 
longer permit large scale participation of mili- 
tary aircraft and it was that upon which the 
managers of the Show depended to get out the 
crowds. 

The United States should have a suitable air 
show, not alone as an international display case 
for our industries, although that is important, 
but also so that the American people can see the 
progress being made. It is important,.and it is 
helpful, that the citizens should see at first hand 
the new type airplanes which will be coming into 
service in the air lines and the newly released 
military equipment they read about so much in 
the newspapers. 


Children's Schooling. During his current 
visit to Europe, Representative Daniel J. Flood 
(D-Pa.) will, as reported in last week’s JOURNAL, 
make a special study of the standards and needs 
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of the elementary and high schools being op- 
erated for children of Service families, He said 
he will make a report to Congress on this sub- 
ject when he returns from his inspection trip. 
This will be a welcome development for Serv- 


priations. The current appropriation (see story 
on page 18) falls short of meeting even the mini- 
mum needs of the school system, so that it is 
necessary to make use of non-appropriated funds, 
including the profits from liquor stores, to bridge 
the gap. 

The Overseas Teachers’ Association, as pre- 
viously reported in our columns, has been calling 
attention to the shortcomings of their schools and 
how they could be overcome. It seems to us it 
would be wise for the Department of Defense 
and the Committees of Congress to call upon 
these teachers and the representatives of the 
Parent-Teacher Associations abroad for consulta- 
tion on these problems which are so vital t 
Service families.

Army Tells Revised Fiscal 58 Program 


The following announcement was re- 
leased 23 August at the Pentagon follow- 
ing days of “coordination” between the 
Army and the Defense Department and 
Members of Congress.

The following division adjustments are be- 
ing made: The 2d Infantry Division, now in 
Alaska at reduced strength, will be replaced 
by a streamlined force especially tailored to 
perform its mission. Ultimate decision as to 
disposition of the 2d Division designation 
has not been made. This will reduce the 
number of Army divisions from 17 to 16 by 
January, 1958

CIVILIAN PERSONNEL 

The reduction in civilian personnel world 
wide will amount to approximately 15,000 in 
the Army’s authorized civilian force budgeted 
for the Fiscal Year 1958. Those portions of 
the total reduction which have been sched- 
uled to date are itemized below. 

At departmental headquarters in Washing- 
ton, a reduction of 1,713 civilian personnel 
was ordered some months ago effective dur- 
ing Fiscal Year 1958. Under a recent exten- 
tion of this order to major subordinate head- 
quarters world wide, 1,217 additional civil- 
ians will be affected during the same period.

Oct. 1957, and Murphy Army Hospital, Wal- 
tham, Mass., with 181 employees, which 
closes 1 Jan, 1958, At Seattle, 520 workers 
are expected to be offered new positions and 
340 will be terminated or will resign. At 
Murphy, 151 will be offered new jobs and 
about 30 will be separated, 

All employees involved in the reduction 
will have at their disposal the Army’s Indi- 
vidual Job Placement Service, This Service 
provides for transfers to other Government 
as well as Army activities, and placement in 
commercial employment through extensive 
cooperation with State Employment Services. 
Army records show that Army trained civil- 
ian personnel have been readily placed in 
the past. 

During the past several months, the Army 
has curtailed the hiring of civilians in an 
effort to minimize the necessity for lay-offs. 

The maximum utilization of manpower and 
the balance between forces in being, modern- 
ization and new weapons are under continual 
study by the Army. Some additional adjust- 
ments may have to be made as the facts de- 
velop during the next few months

New AF Regulations 


Veterinary Corps first lieutenants on 
active duty may be promoted to the tem- 
porary grade of captain by either Major 
Air Commanders or AF Headquarters 
when they have completed 20 months in 
grade. For the purpose of promotion, the 
following may be considered as active 
service in grade: commissioned service 
in any of the Armed Forces; Active serv- 
ice in the Public Health Service after 29 
July 1945, or prior to that date if per- 
formed outside the continental limits of 
the U. S. with any of the Armed Services. 
Details are given in AFR 36-14. 

SECURITY REGULATIONS are re- 
vamped by AFR 205-E. 

WARTIME PLANS schedule is estab- 
lished by AFR 55-3. The purpose and con- 
tent of individual plans is also con- 
sidered. 

USAF TRAINING PROSPECTUS will 
be used to disseminate course informa- 
tion to both military and civilian person- 
nel, according to AFR 50-15. 

AF SPECIAL INVESTIGATIONS 
School mission is defined in AFR 53-24. 
The school gives both basic and advanced 
instruction in the special investigations 
field.

HE Armed Services today must 

spend much more than the Con- 
gressionally imposed $245 per student 
limitation for education of depend- 
ents overseas—but even with the ex- 
tra money, much of which comes 
from liquor profits, they are unable 
to make ends meet. 

If it were not for use of non-appro- 
priated funds and diversion of money 
from other uses, the $245 restriction 
would place the overseas Service 
schools below 36 of the States in the 
amount expended for pupil instruc- 
tion. Stateside, the yearly cost per 
pupil in average daily attendance is 
estimated by the National Education 
Association at $295. None of these fig- 
ures include capital outlay costs for 
buildings or the expenses of special 
student services. 

During the coming school year, ap- 
propriations for overseas schools will 
continue at their present levels, while 
their Stateside counterparts antici- 
pate greatly increased expenditures. 
Short of special appropriations dur- 
ing the next Congressional session or 
a reversion of large-scale emergency 
financing used during the early days 
of the school program, no hope is 
foreseen in lessening the financial 
gap which exists between Stateside 
and overseas school allocations. 


Department of Defense officials 
would like to improve the lot of 
Armed Forces dependents’ schools. 


The Pentagon is treading a narrow 
path to bring about what improve- 
ments are possible under present 
budget limitations and to set the 
stage for a legislative drive to re- 
vamp the school set-up during the 
next session of Congress. 

TWO MAJOR DEVELOPMENTS 
affecting overseas schools are ex- 
pected to take place in the near fu- 
ture as a result of the deliberations 
of a special Defense Department com- 
mittee headed by Mr. Edward Som- 
payrac, DoD Dependent School Coor- 
dinator. 

In the immediate future, the De- 
fense Department is expected to is- 
sue uniform regulations on the use of

So far, “economy fever” has made 
Defense officials hesitant to put the 
new authorization—which would be

It is then 
that the Defense Department hopes 
to present legislative proposals to 
pay all teachers on a yearly 
comparable to policies now prevalent 
in the U. S. Although hired at a GS-7 
starting salary of $4,500 per year, the 
average teacher now receives only 
about $3,800 for the time actually 
spent teaching or travelling to and 
from a teaching post.

|Support Of Aviation Now A Major Mission 


(The logistic support of Army aircraft 
has become one of the major missions of 
the Army Transportation Corps and ac- 
counts for a goodly proportion of its 
people and money each year, Maj. Gen. 
Paul F. Yount, Chief of Transportation, 
said at last week’s special press briefing. 
Following is a portion of General Yount’s 
presentation telling how modern manage- 
ment and communication tools are being 
applied to the problem.) 


N establishing the necessary systems to 

handle the spare parts and mainte- 
nance support of Army aircraft, we have 
endeavored to exploit all of the modern 
tools of communications and manage- 
ment. Basically, we feel that good suppl» 
support for air- 
craft is primarily 
based on a rapid 
interchange of 
information and 
a prompt and re- 
sponsive system. 

We endeavor in 
every way to re- 
duce the actual 
hardware inven- 
tory of parts to 
an absolute min- 
imum, relying on 
these rapid com- 





munication sys- 
tems in lieu of Maj. Gen. Yount 
expensive dis- 


tributed spare parts support. 

Primarily our operation is centered in 
our Supply and Maintenance Command 
in St. Louis. The majority of the requisi- 
tions for aviation items are sent to this 
central location where they are currently 
being received at an average rate of al- 
most one thousand line items per day. 

THE SPARE PARTS themselves are 
stored in various locations throughout 
the country, generally at the point near- 
est their point of manufacture because of 
our background in trying to exercise max- 
imum transportation economy. St. Louis 
issues the shipping instructions to the 
storage point to expedite the shipment to 
the place at which it is used. 

Part of our modernization of this sys- 
tem is reflected in the fact that requi- 
sitions for these items are received cur- 
rently from Europe, shortly from the Far 
East, and ultimately we expect from all 
of our consumers, by electrically trans- 
mitted machine accounting cards. These 
cards in time are transferred to another 
electronic device where the decision as to 
point of shipment is made and the proper 
shipping documents prepared. 

Our object in this area, which I must 
be frank to admit we have not yet 
achieved, is to process the requisition 
from the time received until the shipment 
is made in not to exceed 48 hours, which 
compares with an average of over 30 days 
which was considered a standard not too 
long ago. 

The fact must be recognized that dis-

units,” he said, “we have many small 
iviation detachments which are _ inte- 
grated into various artillery, infantry, 
armored, signal and engineer units. Plans 
ire now underway to organize these into 
ompanies also so as to provide aviation 
support on an area basis to the com- 
mander concerned. 

“For example, we expect to have 
soon for each corps a corps aviation 
company as well as a corps artillery 
aviation company. Similarly the Army 
Commander will have an aviation 
company for his Army support area 
which will render aviation support to 
all of the Army troops and the Army 
headquarters. 


“In addition we are planning the or- 
ganization of medical helicopter ambu- 
lance companies which will take over the 
medical evacuation function from the 
small scattered detachments which are 
now charged with this mission.” 

COL. G. P. SENEFF, of the Office, 
‘hief of Research and Development, re- 
ported that R&D is concentrating on 
three areas for Army Aviation: 

1) A short-range program to give the 
\rmy conventional type aircraft which 
will be able to do the job better than 
those now available. 

2) A longer-range program to replace 

ese conventional aircraft with more 

nconventional types which will better 
perform basic functions. 

3) A new approach in compietely un- 

ynventional aerial vehicles designed as 
true replacements for ground vehicles. 

“In the first or short-range pro- 
gram,” Colonel Seneff said, “we are 
seeking improved aircraft in both the 

fixed and rotary wing field. By 1960 

or shortly thereafter we hope to re- 

place all of the aircraft that we now 
have and add some new ones to the 
family.” 

In fixed wing types, he said, a large 
portion of Army aircraft is bound to be 
small observation planes like the L-19. 
But they hope to have a replacement for 
it within the next two or three years. 
The replacement will have a better pay- 
load, a better cruising speed, and a better 
unprepared short field landing and take- 














off capability. For this purpose the Army 
is waiting for a turbo-shaft engine of 
about 250 horsepower and weighing less 
than 100 pounds. A design competition 
will open in two or three months and 
they hope to have the engine by 1960. 

In helicopters, he said, the Army needs 
a light observation type at half the 
weight and half the cost of present 
models. 

THE H-40, BUILT BY BELL AIR- 
CRAFT, will be the first U. S. helicopter 
designed to use a gas turbine engine, 
Colonel Seneff said. It will have greatly 
increased performance capabilities and 
will be readily adaptable to use in Sky- 
Cav units both as a fire support heli- 
copter mounting machine guns and 
rockets and as a troop carrier for battle- 
field transport. The Army will start get- 
ting them in 1958. 

Next will be in the three-ton cargo 
class which, besides its normal cargo 
carrying function, will provide mo- 
bility for missile units to enable them 
to move freely and easily on the bat- 
tlefield, he revealed. 

Discussing the two types, fixed and 
rotary wings, Colonel Seneff said: 

“IN THE LONGER RANGE PRO- 
GRAM, more unconventional approaches 
are being followed. Recent advances in 
the state of the art have made it ap- 
parent that the Army may, in the future, 
be able to perform with fixed-wing air- 
craft many of the tasks for which here- 
tofore it has had to use helicopters. Be- 
cause the helicopter cannot, for techni- 
cal reasons, attain the same speed and 
range as fixed-wing aircraft, it is very 
much in the Army’s interest to replace 
as many helicopters with airplanes as 
possible with the additional hope that 
the cost and complexity of the uncon- 
ventional fixed-wing aircraft will at least 
not exceed those of the helicopter. 

“Very likely, within the next several 
years, it will be possible to achieve verti- 
cal take-off and landing with airplanes 
that will also be capable of relatively 
high speed forward flight. Such aircraft, 
however, will not completely replace the 
helicopter, The helicopter has an agility 
in operations close to the ground and in 
confined areas which will be very diffi- 
cult to supplant for many years to come.”

Congress also established new rules 


for renting substandard quarters at re- 
duced rates, thus providing a $15 mil- 
lion saving for about 36,000 military 
families. Details of the implement.ng 
instructions for this important legisla- 
tion will be told in future issues of 
THE JOURNAL as they are unfolded at 
the Pentagon. 


Service families also benefited from 
House Armed Services Committee ac- 
tion in giving the green light to ex- 


panded post exchange sales (THE JouR- 
NAL, 3 August). Maternity clothing, 
baby furniture, additional children’s 
clothing, electric blankets, automobile 
batteries and portable typewriters were 
added to exchange stocks. Price ranges 
were boosted for dozens of other items. 

Another important measure enacted 
by the first session of the 85th Con- 
gress was the Nurses and Medical Spe- 
cialists Career Incentive Act. The in- 
creased promotion opportunities and 
new retirement rules established by 
this new law were told in detail in the 
24 August issue. 

At the top of the list of approved 
legislation are the overall Defense De- 
partment Appropriations Act, which 
gives the Services a $33.7 billion budget 
for this fiscal year, and the $1.5 billion 
military public works program which 
provides funds for new construction at 
military and naval throughout 
the world. 

The Air Force garnered the largest 
share, $15.9 billion, of the appropria- 
tions. The Navy and Marine Corps re- 
ceived $9.8 billion; the Army, $7.2 bil- 
lion; interservice activities, $682 million, 
and the Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense, $16 million. Congress also ap- 
proved for transfer from other funds, 
$400 million for Army Personnel and 
$190 million for Navy personnel. The 
President had asked for $36.1 billion to 
operate the Defense Department, in- 
cluding $16.4 billion for the Air Force, 
$10.4 billion for the Navy-Marine Corps, 
and $8.4 billion for the Army. 

Except for the Cordiner pay plan, the 
most important items to fall by the 
wayside were proposals to provide a 
uniform ration allowance for the Serv- 
ices and to allow pay credit for Acad- 
emy time. Neither of the two plans 
programmed to cost about $25 million 
each—-got to the Capitol 

The ration proposal was delayed by 
the Bureau of the Budget but may be 
jarred loose in time for early considera- 
tion next year, The Academy pay credit 
plan, on the other hand, may go out 
the window. Although it has had strong 
Pentagon support in the past, it cur-

New Congress Faces Big Program On Pay Raise; Other Service Bills 


rently is on conflict with the recom- 
mendations of the Cordiner report and 
will have to be abandoned if the Cor- 
diner recommendations receive the 
solid backing which is anticipated. 

Hopes for new dual-pay legislation, 
alleviating the restrictions placed on 
Regular retired officers seeking Govern- 
ment jobs, also were dashed. 

However, a group of Congressional 
staffers worked on the problem during 
the session and there is a good chance 
that legislation will be developed for 
consideration next year. Action by the 
courts and the Comptroller General ex- 
empting all retired Reservists from the 
dual-pay, dual-employment restrictions, 
could prompt the Defense Department 
to initiate legislation giving Regulars 
the same break. 

Another difficult area which the Con- 
gress is expected to inquire into more 
fully is that of current disenrollment 
laws. This subject, although it affects 
only a small number of individuals, 
looms large in the eyes of military 
families because it affects the basic 
principle on which retired pay is 
founded. The Kilday House Armed 
Services Subcommittee explored the 
subject only briefly this year, but will 
make a more detailed inquiry next ses- 
sion. 

The Armed Forces also will be watch- 
ing carefully to see what new develop- 
ments take place with regard to the 
obligated service of Academy gradu- 
ates. The Air Force decision, later 
adopted by the Navy, to require pilots 
to complete at least five years’ service 
after training, touched off a wave of 
criticism in the Congress. Members said 
it is not fair to require five years’ serv- 
ice from young men who pay their own 
way through college, while requiring 
Government-educated graduates of the 
Service Academies to fulfill shorter 
commitments. In the closing days of 
the Congress, legislation was _ intro- 
duced by Representative H. R. Gross 
(R-Iowa) to require 10 years’ obligated 
service for Academy graduates. 

A second Academy problem which 
was not solved by the Congress this 
session was the Defense Department 
proposal to increase the number of 
Service sons the President can appoint 


to the U. S. Military and Air Force 
Academies. 
After a House Armed Services Sub- 


committee had reached a compromise 
on the proposal, the full Committee de- 
cided to defer any further action on the 


legislation. Prospects are now uncer- 
tain.

MISSILE TEST TRACK

Navy. 

A Senate-passed measure authorizing 
WAAC service credit went to the House 
too late for action this session. The 
proposal, worth about $56,000, grants 
credit for WAAC service to anyone who 
subsequently performs active military 
service in the Armed Forces, as active 
service in WW II. 

Three important Navy bills were 
pending as the Congress went home.
